LIMITATIONS IN THE COMPARISON 

This report is a reviev/ and comparison of the Admis- 
sions Testi^na Program (ATP) summaries prepared by the College 
Entrance Examination Board (CEEB) . The summaries are a set 
of twenty-one tables reportirw Scholastic Aptitude Test 
(SAT) scores, Achievement Test scores, and other data about 
students who took the SAT. Reference will be made to data 
pertaining to five different .groups throughout -^this report, 
The following descriptions, will serve to clarify the 
differences among the groups.

The Student Descriptive Questionnair e (SDQ) has ,||sen 
part of the Admissions Testing Program since 1971-72. Tfris 
questionnaire contains items regarding personal, social <| 
and academic characteristics. Completing the SDQ is 
voluntary; therefore, the number of students taking the SAT 
each year exceeds the number for which SDQ data are available 
For example, data for the 1972-73 high school seniors who 
took the SAT indicate that 82% of the Prospective, 96% of 
the Applicants, 94% of ' the. Accepted, and 92% of the Enrolling 
UMBC -students responded to the SDQ or some items thereon. 
All information, exclusive of SAT and Achievement test 
scores, discussed in this report was collected via the SDQ. 



Since this review of/ the summaries was primarily - fc 
exploratory and descriptive inpurppse, no particular 
tivpotheses or research queistions were posed, Rather, the 
avail^ibre data say in hopes that 4:he results will lead to 
formulating some questions that. further research could 'be 
designed to answer. */ 

The following ATP Summaries v/ere available at the 
time this report was prepared: .

There are several limitations regarding the Admissions 
Testing Program summaries that ought to be recognized , The 
data apply only to those students who were high school : * 
seniors during the reporting year and had taken the SAT.** 
The College Entrance Board estimates that for 1973-74 that 
group represented one-ihird/6f all 1974 high school graduates 
and about two-thirds of th^se who went directly to. college. 
Therefore, no claim is-*itiSHe thgtt the data are representative 
oi the 1974 high school graduates or 1974 entering college 
freshman. Furthermore, for any one reportingv^r the 
latest available data p**?r .individual ate reperfte^/^egaxd- - 
less of when the SAT was taken. That a student took 

the? SAT in his junior year only, thpse scores f or .him were x 
reported during the year in whijcfrne was a senior. it he 
repeated the SAT in his sejiitfr year, only the senior sgore 
was reported. 
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SCHOLASTIC APTITUDE TESTS

SAT Verbal scores fluctuated during the /admission 
process. (Figure 1) The 1971-72 high schoo If seniors who 
applied to UMBC had an average* score four poants higher than 
the Prospective group (455 and 4^1 * respectively). The 
average score for those Accepted wa£ <acjain higher by six 
points (461). That average dropped f ivfe poirrts * f or tjie 
Enrolling group (456) but rose again three^ jpoints for the 
Persisting group (459)* In general, then, £<jpres of the 
Accepted students were higher than those, who ha^d their 
scores sent to UMBC and those who actually applied; whereas 
the scores of those who actually enrolled were lower than 
those accepted but about eqqal to those who applied. 
Students who persisted through the first .year, hdweve^ ^ 
had scores similar to the group that was v accepted. All v * 
of these averages were above the ^college * norms for All 
Colleges (444) and 4-Year Public Qalleges (447), 

The figures for* 1972-73 high schobT seniors differed 
slightly. 3£ie Applicants 1 avenge scored/as lowe*> tH'an ' 
the Prospective (434 and 437V respectively). However 1 , as 
in 1971-72, th^sAccepted av»3?Me 1*45) was higher than 
both groups, and^the Enrolling/Wera^e was* slightly lower 
by two'points (443)V The Enroliiing gmup scores resembled 
those of the Accepted group more}* than the Xbwer scores of 
thbse who had tffeir test results sent to UMBC and those who 
actually applied.

The State* of Maryland 1972-73. Prospective average 

was 454 and the National Prospective average v/as 445. 
When statistical comparisons were made with these averages, 
the UMBC Prospective and Applied averages were significantly 
lower.. The UMBC Accepted and Enrolled averages were .gignlf ic 
lower than the State of Maryland Prospective but not signi- 
ficantly different from jthe National Prospective average. 
It appeared, then, that all UMBC groups were l^ss able than' 
the State of Maryland Prospective group, and the* 0MBC - 
Accepted and Enrolled groups were equally as able as 1 the 
National Prospective grout>. Further comparisons were made 
between the 1971-72 and 1972-73 UMBC Prospective, 
Applied, Accepted, and Enrolled groups., The 1971-72

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averages Cor each group were statistically significantly 
higher than the average of the corresponding 1972-73 • group. 

The' average Verbal ' SAT score for the 1973-74 Prospec- 
/tive U»«tBC students was 4/39. This average was not statisti- 
cally significantlv different from the 1972-73 UMBC Prospec- 
tive. average of 437. Similar to 1972V73, however, the UMBC 
Prospective was significantly lower than the National • 
Prospective for the 1973-74 high school seniors (444). 
The non-significant difference between the UMBC Prospective 
groups for 1972-73 and 1973-74 is in keeping with the 
National trend for the same" years 



In summary, the UMBC Prospective averages decreased 
-significantly between 1971-72 and 1972-73, but the difference 
between 1972-73 and 1973.-74 was not statistically significant 
This has also been the national trend. The average scores 
\for 1972-73 UMBC group were' all statistically significantly 
lower than those for corresponding -UMBC groups for 1971-72 
and t^he 1972-73 State of Maryland Prospective average. 
'When compared to National Prospective 1972-73 Hiah School 
Seniors, the UMBC 1972-73 Prospective and Appliedxwere , 
statistically significantly lower but no significant 
differences occurred for the UMBC Accepted and Enrolled s 
groups. The 1973-74 UMBC Prospective average v/as statistic 
cally significantly lower than the 1973-74 National Prospec- 
tive averages. ' ' 

All UMBC groups for 1971-72 maintained a higher average 
than ±&e college norms for All Colleges and 4-Year Public / 
Colleges. For 1972-73, all UMBC group averages equalled / 
or exceeded the college norm for All Colleges, and the UMBC/ 
' Accepted and Enrolled group averages exceeded the college 
SJorms for the 4-Year Public Colleges. The UMBC Prospective 
"average for 197,3-74 v/as equivalent to the college norms / 
for Ail Colleges and 4-Year Public Colleges.

An examination of the admission process for the 1971-72 
high school seniors showe/l that the UM3C Accepted group 
had a higher average th^n the Prospective and Applied 

\. grGups (495 compared tp" 493' and 489, respectively) (Figure 
2.) Those Enrolling ^evidenced a lower average (490;), but 
the average for the Persisting group was 495 - equivalent 
to those who were accepted. These averages for the UMBC 
groups were . above the college norm for All Colleges (468) 
and above that for 4-Year Public Colleges (480) Prospective 

^jPoups. 

The "patterns" for 1972-73 high school seniors _ 
averages was one of an initially lower average between thh 
Prospective and Applicants (476 and 473 , respectively) 
followed by increasingly higher averages for the Accepted 
(434) and Enrolled (487) groups/- Tot the year 1972-73, / 
comparisons w§re made between UMBC groups and. the averages 
for" the State of Maryland Prospective group (488) and 
-the National Prospective group (481), The UMBC Prospective . 
and Applied groups were statistically significantly lower 
than the State and- National Prospective groups-.^ However, 
no differences were found betvzeen the UMBC Accepted and 
Enrolled groups and the State Prospective nor between the 
UMBC Accepted groyp and the National Prospective. Further- 
more, the UMBC Enrolled average was significantly higher 
than the National Prospective average^. 




The college norm f<?r All Colleges\was 467 and for 
'4-Year, Piiblic Colleges was 479, UMBC Prospective/ and Appli- 
cants w&re above All Colleges and 'below 4-Year Public 
CollegesX The UM3C Accepted and Enroling averages were v 
higher thah- the All College and 4~-Xeaj^ Public College 
Prospective norra^. 

Each 1971-72 V UMBC group was compared with the corres-' 
poinding group for 1972-73. The 1972-73 averages were statis- 
tically significantly lower for the Prospective, Applicant, 
and Accepted groups. No differences were found between 
the Enrolling groups.

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The 1973-74 . UMBC Prospective average was 477, which 
was not significantly different from the 1972-73 UMBC 
Prospective average of 476. The National 1973-74 Prospec- 
tive> average v/as 48.0 which was not significantly different 
from "the 1973-74 UMBC Prospective group. 

In summary, the UMBC Prospective average Math SAT 
scores decreased significantly from 1971-72 to. 1972-73. 
The difference between the 1972-73 and 1973-74 averages 
for UMEC Prospective groups v/as not significant and 
paralelled the National figures. 'Although the 12)72-73 . 
UMBC Prospective^, Applied, and Accepted group averages ■ ^ .: 
were statistically significantly lower than corresponding ' 
1971-72 JUM3C groups/ the Enrolled groups were not.. When 
compared to the 1972-73 State and National Prospective 
groups: the 1972-73 UMBC Prospective and Applied averages 
were significantly lower: the UMBC Accepted average v/as 
not significantly different; and the UMBC Enrolled average 
was not significantly different from the State but was 
significantly higher than the National. The 1973-74 UMBC 
Prospective average v/as not significantly different from 
the 1973-74 National Prospective average nor different 
from the 1972-73 UMBC Prospective average. ' 

All UM3C group averages for 1971-72 were above the 
college norms for All Colleges and 4-Year Public Colleges 
for the same year. During 1972-73 all UMBC groups exceeded 
the average for All Colleges, and the UMBC Accepted anc| 
Enrolled groups exceeded the average for the 4 -Year .Public 
College. "The 1973-74 UMBC Prospective average v/as higher 
than tme norms for the All College and 4-Year Public College 

SELF-REPORTED CLASS RANK 

The percentages of students in the first tenth and 
the first fifth of their graduating classes were based on 
self-reported rank (Table 1). The 1971-72 UMBC group per- 
centages for students in the first tenth varied from 17-20 
and for the first fifth, varied from 39-43. These percentage 
vzere comparable to the college norm for All Colleges but 
slightly lower when compared to 4-Year Public Colleges. ,

The 1972-73 UifcBC group percentages were between 13 
and 21 for students in the first tenth and between 43 and 
48 for the first fifth. The percentages for UMBC groups 
' • in the first tenth compared favorably with the All College 
norm but were slightly lower than percentages for the 1972-, 
73 State 'of Maryland Prospective, National Prospective , and 
4-Year Public College norm. The percentages of UMBC .groups 
in the f irst fifth were generally higher than the All 
.Sollege Norm and compared favorably with the percentage 
. for the- State, National, and the 4-Year Public College Norm. 

For. l#73-74 UMBC Prospective group, the percentage 
of students in the first tenth, was lower than prior UMBC 
Prospective groups, the 1973-74 National Prospective, and 
college 'nDrms'- for All' Colleges and 4-Year Public Colleges* 4 : 
r X]pe t percentage of UMBG 19*73-74 Prospective students in the • 
first fifth : .was between those reported for prior, UMBC 
4 Prospective "groups, and lower than the 1973-74 National 
Prospective and 4-Year Public Cpllege norm, and slightly 
lower than the All College norm. 

In summary, the percentage of UMBC Prospective students 
for 1973-74 in the top tenth of their graduating class was 
the lowest reported when compared to pridr years. The 
same can be said for the 4-Year Public College norm. The 
1973-74 UMBC Prospective percentage of students in the top 
fifth of the class does not com£:>ar6 as well with other 
1973-74 groups as prior years 1 UMBC Prospective student 
percentages have. 

ESTIMATED HIGH SCHOOL^ G.P .A. ' 



An estimated high school grade point average was 
calculated for each student who reported both latest grade 
and years of study in at least one of six subject areas 
'(Table 2). Prior data for 1971-72 were not available since 
estimating high. school G-P.X. was initiated with the 1972- 
73 high school "seniors. 

The GPA for UMBC Prospective students was higher in 
.1973-74 than in 1972-73 as it was for the National Prospective 
students and the college norms for All Colleges and 4-Year 
Public Colleges. During 1972-73, the UMBC Accepted and 
Enrolling group CPA's were higher than ft the Applied group 
and lower than for those students who had their SAT scores 
sent to UMBC. Tor both years reported, the UMBC Prospective 
group CPA's were slightly lower than the GPA 1 s for the 
National Prospective and college norms for All Collages 
and '4-Year Public Colleges. The difference between 1972-73 
GPA's for UMBC and State of Maryland Prospective groups 
was negligible. .

. , • Educatipffal goals were summarized by the categories: «> 
1) Two-Year Training Program; 2) ^j^satreTate of Arts Degree; 
3) B.A/or B.S. Degree; 4) M.A^.^^r M.S. Degree; 5) M.D., 
Ph. D./or Other Professional Degree; and 6) Undecided. 
Categories 4 and 5 were combined to reflect the^ percentage 
of Responding students who had intentions of doing graduate' 
studies . 

The percentage of students with Graduate Study Inten- 
tions has -increased 4ach year for the UMBC Prospective, 
Applicants*, Accepted* and Enrolling groups (Table 3). Forty- 
one per cent of the 1973-74 UMBO Prospective students plan 
graduate studies. Furthermore, this percentage increased 
during 1971-72 and 1972-73 a^ the admissiohs process con- . 
tinued froip th^ Prospeotive through the iEnrolled groups. 
For the 1972 -r 7 3 high s&hool seniors; the percentage of UMBC C 
Prospective students with graduate study intentions exceeded 
that for the National group and equalled that for the State 
of Maryland; and for 1973-74 , the UM3C percentage exceeded 
,the National figure by 3 percentage points. . . \ 

Depending on the particular UMBO group and yeiar, the 
percentage bf students intending to earn a bachelor's degree 
fluctuated between 33 and 36 ; These percentages were all 
greater than the 1972-73 State of Maryland and National 
percentages. The percentage of UMBC students with undecided 
educational goals varied from 21 to 23, which were also . * 
lower thari the, figures reported for 1972-73 State of Mary- 
land and the 1972-73 and 1973-74 National , groups . . 




Ih summary, the percentage of UMBC students witft^ gradu- 
ate school intentions increased over the years reported* 
As the admissions process continued, the percentage j^creased 
also. UMBC seems to have a greater percentage Of students 
seeking^ bachelor r s degree jand a lower percentage, of unde- 
cMeiTstudents than those figures reported for 1972-73 State 
-6f Maryland Efnd 1972-73 and 1973-74 National groups.

The percentages df female UHBC Prospective students . 
leased one to three points in the fields of Ayt, Biolo- 
:al Sciences, Educaiti/on, English, Home Economics, Physical 
Science,^ and Social Science between 1971-72 and 1972-73. 
Increase^ of one ^er c^nt were seen in Agriculture, Journalism 
and Phx«frsophy with a seven per cent increase in Nursing 
and Other Health and a two per cent increase in Undecided 
Between 1972-73 an£ ^$73-74 ^decreases of one per cefot Were 
noted for Eduction/ English, Foreign Language, Home 
Economics, Journalism, Mathematics, Philosophy, Social 
Science, and Vocational. Increases of one to bjg percent 
were evident for Art, Biological Sciences,. Busif&ss , * fcursing 
and Other health, and Undecided.

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When the dat^x^^r male and feraale UMBC Prospective - 
stutlentr. are combined, two trends between 1971-72 and 
1973-74 become apparent'. First, an appreciable increase 
for Nursing arid OtHer Health as a fi)rst choice of intended 
field of study occurred - from nine to sixteen per cent. 
Second^" the.psr cent of students with Undecided intended 
field of study has' steadily increased. Finally f for male 
UMBC Prospective students Biologiftal Sciences, Business, 
•Engineering, and Social Sciences accounted for 63% of 
the 1971-72 responses, 60S in 1972-73 and 54S in the 1973- 
74, and undecided "responses another 6%, 8%, and.. 10% for 
each year, respectively. For female UMBC Prospective 
students Biological Sciences, Education, Nursing and Other 
Haartfc, and Social Science" accounted for 67%, 69%, and 63% 
of responses for 1971-72, 1972-73, and 1973-74, respectively. 
Undecided^ responses were 3%, 5%, and 7% for the s^me year 
periods . 

Nationally for male prospective Students increases 
occurred ber; .^en 1972-73 ancl 1973-74 in Vocational and 
Undecided categories only. Education, Engineering, Foreign 
Languages, and Sbqial Sciences all decreased one or two 
par cent with remaining fields staying the same. Biological 
SciertceaT^Business , ^Engineering , and Social. Sciences 
^ccojin^ed fbr 54J^of the choices in 1972-7^ and 52% in 
197§S"74. FfemaldPRational Pf6spective students between 
1972-73 and 1973-74 increased-,, by onb per cent in Architec- 
ture, Biological Sciences, Business?,, Nursing and Other 
Health, and two per cent in Undecided. ^decreases of one 
tovtwo per cent were noted for Education, Philosophy, 
Social Science and Vocational. Biological Sciences, Business 
Education,. Nursing and/ Other „ Health, and Social Sciences' 
accounted for 63% of the -responses /for 1972-73 and 1973-74.

PLANS TO ASK COLLEGE FOR SPECIAL ASSISTANCE 



One Item of the SDQ % requested students to indicate 
etTfei^they intended to ask their colleges far ■ special* 
stanch in any of seven areas: educationaLl^vocational 
counseling/ ni^th skills, reading skills, writing skills, 
study skills, part-time work, aiyi personal counseling.

•Eighty percent of the UMBC and National Prospective 
students who resp^ded to the SDQ stated that they planned 
to ask for assistant*^ in at least one arect> The average 
requests per student V^is 2.3 for both groups. The 
percentage differences in each category are negligible^when 
comparing UMBC/ National, and <colleg6^riorms grbups. 



About forty-five per cent of the student ir> all 
groups plan to ask for assistance with educational'-voca- 
tibnal counseling 'and part-time work. ^Twenty to twenty- 
seven ..per cent intend to ask for^ assistance in Math / 
writing, and study skills; and about eighteen per cent, 
with reading skills. Approximately eight per cent intend 
to request personal counseling. 

In summary, 1973-74 UMBC prospective students were 
comparable with "National Prospective students and college 
norms in termk of l^equests fpr special assistance. It; 
appeared that ^ucatiottal-vocational counseling -and partr 
time work' were clearly two areas of student needs. Needs 
for assistance wi\h academip skills were vaiso appreciable. 
The low percentage \of students who anticipated requesting 
•personal counseling should be interpreted with Caution. 
That represented the percentage who were willing <^o say 
they needed'-personal counseling. Furthermore^ ™ a "7 more 
students will probably seek' such counseling once in 
college when they begin coping with new and unanticipated 
"Situations and problems.*^ ^
